“With reference to my mode of 
judging pioduction classes, I may say 
that I am a great advocate of stand¬ 
ard type and color combined witlj 
high production and in judging these 
classes, my decision will be based on 
body conformation, condition and 
standard type. 

“Any cross breeds or birds that are 
far from standard type and color will 
not be given much consideration. 

“I am satisfied that it is possible 
to have birds that score high accord¬ 
ing to the American standard and at 
the same time lay considerably over 
two hundred eggs per year. These 
are the birds we want everybody to 
breed for and we believe in this way 
we will build up one of the greatest 
industries in the country.”

A REFRESHING CONTRAST. 


In .June of last yeai; a man who 
signed himself “F.' # S. T." wrote to 
the London Times stating that he 
proposed to give twenty per cent, of 
his estate, which had a value of about 
£585.000., to the government to be ap¬ 
plied in the reduction of the coun¬ 
try’s debt. The phrase “rkhesse 
oblige” was adopted as the motto of 
a considerable movement along these 
|ineF, inspired by the patriotic ex¬ 
ample of ‘‘F. S.T.” In January last 
“A. M.” wrote, saying that he pro¬ 
posed to h^nd over for cancellation 
‘.120.000. of the Funding Loan. He 
explained that he would have to real¬ 
ize existing investments and borrow 
from his bankers before completing 
[the transaction. In May the chancel¬ 
lor of the exchequer announced that 
, the transaction had been completed 
and that the sum had been raised to 
I '.130.000. Early in August he an¬ 
nounced furthA' gifts, one of £12.000 
( and another of £5,000. and expressed 
j the government’s grateful apprecia¬ 
tion: These facts should be widely’ 

| iccorded. They supply a very re- 
| freshing contrast to practices that we

I on the theory that the public trefts- 
| ury is fair game fo'r anyone.

Great Britain has wonderful re- 
perative powers. She has already 
paid in the form of taxes and war 
contributions about twenty billion dol¬ 
lars, or 36 per cent, of her total wa- 
expenses. The mind can scarcely 
grasp the war cost to the British 
government. In six years fifty-six 
billion dollars were expended. Some 
idea of what this outpouring of treas¬ 
ure means may be gathered from the 
fact that it amounted to mofe than 
the total cost of running the govern¬ 
ment during the previous 225 years, 
including the financing of eight big 
wars pnd many little ones. Although 
her debt has soared tremendously in 
recent years, Great Britain is no worse 
off to-day than she was at the close 
of the Napoleonic period.—Calgary 
Herald.

PROVINCIAL NEWS ITEMS. 


IN FREE TRADE ENGLAND. 


The question of whether thd em¬ 
bargo on the import of Canadian cat¬ 
tle into Great Britain will be lifted 
was settled by J. S. Macdonald, edit¬ 
or of the Farmer and Stock Breeder 
(London), speaking in behalf- of dele¬ 
gates to the imperial press conference 
at Edmonton on September 1st. 

“I am sorry to say we cannot al¬ 
low the entry of Canadian stocker 
cattlp into Great Britain,” said Mr. 
Macdonald. “We have reached the 
stage where we can raise enough cat¬ 
tle to supply our own needs, qnd Jhe 
British law provides at present that 
Canadian cattle for fattening cannot 
be imported. It is not that we do not 
want Canadian cattle, but that we pre¬ 
fer them fat and ready for slaughter. 

'•“We want you to realize that we 
have our own point of view in this 
njgttty:. Seventy-five per cent, of 
the capital invested in agriculture in 
Great Britain is invested in the cattle 
industry, and the industry is natural¬ 
ly the dominating factor in British 
agriculture. There is no likelihood 
that the embargo on Canadian cattle 
for feeding will be lifted shortly.”

NEW FIRM OPENS OFFICES 
CALGARY STOCKYARDS. 


Last year Thanksgiving was ob¬ 
served in Canada on Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 13. As it has become the 


Your attention is called to the fact 
that according to the Dominion Elec¬ 
tion Act of 1920 the whole basis of 
the franchise in Canada has been 
changed and the forthcoming vote on 
prohibition -=is to be the first under 
the new order. 

In villages of less than 1,000 in¬ 
habitants and in country districts 
enumerators will go from house to 
house and will register the voters en¬ 
titled to vote at this plebiscite and 
at future Dominion elections. This 
plebiscite is to be taken in the elec¬ 
toral riding for the province rather 
than on that of the Dominion, and 
Rev. Wm. McNichol, of 'High River, 
is the organizer for this riding; 

In towns and cities of one thousand 
population and over, the new lists are 
to be prepared by registration. Reg¬ 
istration dates are September 13th to 
16th, inclusive, from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m., 
except between' 1 and 2 p.m. and 6 
and 7 p.m. The place must be an¬ 
nounced by September the 8th. 

In cities of four thousand popula¬ 
tion and over, a registrar will be ap¬ 
pointed for every fpur thousand or 
portion thereof. Places of registra¬ 
tion to be conveniently located. 

.Everyone must appear in pefson 
before the registrar and answer un- 
ler oath the questions provided in the 
act. Previous registration on any 
earlier list, municipal, provincial or 
federal, is tjf no value. 

Failure to register at this" time, 
whether through neglect, ignorance 
or, mistaken ideas about the matter 
means no vote, disappointment for the 
citizen and the cause. 

For those who may not be able to 
appear and register through sickness," 
disability, or necessary, temporary, 
unavoidable and bona fide absence 
from the place where he or she seeks 
to vote, special provision -is made 
whereby application may be made on 
his or her'behalf by a relative or em¬ 
ployer, who has personal knowledge 
of the facts and can make affidavit 
thereto.

The effective means employed by 
farmers in areas which the grass¬ 
hopper used this spring as a jumping 
off points reduced the damage done 
by these pernicious insects to a min¬ 
imum. 

Another plague of a somewhat dif¬ 
ferent variety is now upon us. This 
is the itenerant salesman epidemic. 
The farmer, however, Is not the only 
sufferer. It affects the townsman as 
well. 

While the grasshopper has a part¬ 
iality for young grain, the other 
kind of pest has a partiality for bank¬ 
rolls. Unless the victim is a very 
strong minded type of individual,-he 
will be driven into a corner and talk¬ 
ed into a state of coma, w’hen the ag¬ 
gressor will work his will on him to 
whatever extent he has ascertained 
he is good for. 

While Paris Green and bran is all 
right for grasshoppers, it cannot be 
used against the insurance men, etc. 
The law will not stand for it. 

No effective means of protection has 
yet been devised against this t,n. 
They may attack in the rorm ot a 
book agent, lightning rod man, in¬ 
surance, or multifarious other forms. 
Some people have tried to corner 
them by offering them jobs or work, 
but this has never proved effective. 

A close examination indicates that 
| these suave and well-dressed indivitl-

.vay than the worker, even with har- 
j vest wages six dollars a day and up. 

They can sell the people whom the 
! local dealers cannot sell to at all, and 
charge twice the money that the local 
man would ask and get away with it. 

It seems a pity that in_ this day 
and generation, when productive labor 
is so scarce, the energy of many of 
ihdse people could be diverted to some 
useful purpose. Besides the loss of 
iheir own productive time, they al¬ 
ways consume a considerable portion 
I of the time of their victim.

! salesman, but the house-to-house can- 
' vasser could very well be dispensed 
1 with, except when sales of major ar¬ 
ticles are involved, or in cases where 
he increases home production. The 
home dealer doesn’t usually make a 
success of that sort of business any¬ 
way. He hasn’t gall enough.
